At the close of the fiscal year June 
30, 1920, there were 0,314 postal sav- 
ings depositories in operation. 

The balance to the credit of deposit- 
ors was $157,270,322. The deposits dur- 
ing the year amounted to $139,208,054, 
and were greater than during the pre- 
vious year. The average principal pel- 
depositor increased from $295. SS to 
$309. 29. a gain of $13.41. or 4.5 per 
cent. 

Postal savings funds were held at the 
close of the year by 5,005 banks, of 
which 3,120 were national banks, 463 
stale banks, members of the Federal 
Reserve System. 1.408 state bunks, non- 
inemliers, and 8 organized private banks 
under state (Indiana) supervision.

Chinese, Japanese. Greeks, Kenaissancc 
and French to the present. 

Many practical suggestions were 
given, and she explained that in furn- 
ishing a room three things to be con- 
sidered wore: First, function; second, 
color; third, arrangement. 

Under the first we are not to con- 
sider only the use. but also the person 
to occupy it. 

In expaining the color scheme, and 
this seems to play an important part 
on the nerves and health of occupants, 
we must consider the location of the 
room, as north rooms require colors 
that introduce light and warmth, while 
rooms facing the south must be treated 
differently. Under the proper condi- 
tions many colors may be blended for 
the desired effect. 

The third consideration was the ar- 
rangement of the furniture. Overcrowd- 
ing was to be avoided, ami the size of 
furniture and pictures in comparison 
to the size of the room was dwelt upon. 



The brain unconsciously demands a bal- 
ance, .so unless the furniture establishes 
a balance the room is not restful for 
the occupants..
